W ashington, July 16 (AP)—It's a 
pediculous war out a t the N ational 
Institute of H ealth where a handful 
of home front heroes have been en­ 
ergetically 
scratching 
for

crawling with cooties. 
Penned up in little pill-boxes, un­ 
der their shirts or stockings, they’re 
keeping a colony of lice alive with 
their blood—in order to learn how 
said lice can be killed before they 
carry disease and death to Johnny 
Doughboy. 
"W e’re on tile right track," was 
the com m ent today of Mrs. Thom as 
B. Nolan, zoologist who h&s provided 
personal pasture for thousands of 
lice as her part in the war effort. 
"B ut until we’re sure, we don’t like 
to talk much about the progress of 
our experiments.” 
Since wars began, lice have car­ 
ried typhus and relapsing fever into 
the blood stream s of soldiers, so 
Dr. H. W. W right, chief of the Insti­ 
tute’s Zoology division, decided last 
December to seek a stream lined, sci­ 
entific delousing system.

They count the cooties carefully be­ 
fore and after feeding—for obvious

The Italian public as a whole 
never has had its heart in this war. 
The country was swept into the con­ 
flict by Mussolini’s sudden treach­ 
ery against France and. once caught 
in the mill-race, couldn’t get out. 
As I previously have reported in 
this column, back as far as the 
fateful Munich conference, when 
the power-mad but pusillanimous 
Duce was beginning to sniff the 
Hitlerian heels, I found in Italy a 
widespread feeling of abhorrence 
for the Nazi leader and his works. 
The average Italian had no use for 
Hitler, and decidedly had no inten­ 
tion of going to war to support him. 
King Gains Esteem 
Even then there was a great un­ 
dercurrent of unrest and resent­ 
ment at the repression of the dic­ 
tatorship 
The people lived in con­ 
stant fear—so much so that they 
were afraid to speak their minds 
openly, and so suffered in silence. 
Their trouble was that they had 
no champion to lead them in revolt 
against Mussolini. H ie King at that 
time had lost his hold on the re­ 
spect of many of his people, and 
was regarded more or less as a 
figurehead and helpless in the hands 
of tile Duce. 
Since then, how’ever, there has 
been a change in Italy. The royal 
house seems to have made a recov­ 
ery in the esteem of the public, and 
the old King has been asserting 
himself. 
C annon Fodder For Hitler 
Coincidently, we have seen tile 
curious spectacle of Italian staff of­ 
ficers coolly surrendering en bloc in 
Bichy, and their soldiers happily 
following suit. 
Obviously many of 
Hie Roman troops had no intention 
of resisting the invasion but, on the 
contrary, welcomed it. T hat’s not 
because they are unwilling to fight 
for their country but because it’s 
clear to them that they aren’t 
battling for the fatherland but are 
merely providing cannon fodder for 
Hitler. 
Back at the time of Tunisia, Ital 
ian prisoners were bitter in their 
denunciation of the Boche. And it 
may be said that the Germans thor 
oughly despise their allies. 
So it is into such an atmosphere 
that President Roosevelt and Prune 
Minister 
Churchill 
have 
pitched 
their ultimatum. There's no mine 
ing of words in warning that “tile 
sole hope for I Italy's survival lies in 
honorable capitulation," but it holds 
out the fair promise of “restoration 
of national dignity, security and 
peace” to tile Italians. 
Sins On Record 
Of course, the pressure from Hit 
ler is very’ great, and he has many 
troops and secret police in Italy to 
maintain his power. TTiat is calcu­ 
lated to have a restraining influence 
on a lot of folk. 
Still, there can 
be no question that a large percent­ 
age of the people are ready for re 
volt and only need a strong leader 
to set them marching. 
This is the crucial moment w’hen 
the King might step in and save his 
country from further suffering. It’s 
doubtful if Hitler could do much to 
restrain a concerted movement, for 
he is up to his neck in troubles 
north of the Alps. 
Certainly the 
Allied leadership has gauged the 
situation shrewdly in issuing the 
ultimatum. 
Whatever 
else 
that 
document 
does, it will forever live in history 
as a castigation of the treacherous 
Mussolini. His sins arc definitely on 
record.

JUBLESS PAY 


Harrisburg, July 16 (AP) — Tile 
state has refused to pay unem­ 
ployment compensation to Penn­ 
sylvania coal miners who took part 
in work stoppages that stemmed 
from failure of operators and union 
to reach accord on a new con­ 
tract. 
The bureau of employment and 
unemployment 
compensation 
was 
directed by William H 
Chesnut, 
secretary of labor and industry, to 
disallow’ benefit claims for unem­ 
ployment after May I, 1943, on the 
grounds that the miners voluntarily 
left work "without good cause.’’ 
“I could not consistently have 
taken any other course,” Chesnut 
declared 
in a statement. “As a 
Pennsylvania official charged with 
the 
administration of unemploy­ 
ment compensation, I would have 
been remiss in duty had I done 
otherwise." 
He added: “the purpose of the 
Pennsylvania Unemployment Com­ 
pensation Act is to provide com­ 
pensation for loss of wages suffered 
by employes during period of unem­ 
ployment suffered through no fault 
of their own." 
Officials did 
not estimate 
the 
amount 
of 
compensation 
which 
might be involved and said only the 
first trickle of claims had been re­ 
ceived.

Leo 
Durocher, by trading Newsom to the 
St. Louis Browns for two antiquat­ 
ed pitchers, Fritz Ostermueller and 
Archie McKain. Rickey has 26 play­ 
ers on his roster, one over the limit, 
and was compelled to get rid of 
another man. 
His choice of Medwick was con­ 
nected only Indirectly with the re­ 
bellion. 
Rickey had been trying to 
dispose of him ever since becom­ 
ing president of the Dodgers last 
November. He didn’t Uke the tem­ 
perament of the famous slugger, wlto 
never had batted less than 300 in 
12 seasons with the St. Louis Car­ 
dinals and Brooklyn and who had 
been the National League’s batting 
champion and most valuable player 
in 1937. 
Although he has come down a 
long way from his original asking 
price, Rickey’s chances of making a 
deal for Medwick have faded with 
the player’s performance this year.

INSECT PESTS 
ON RAMPAGE 


County Agent M. T. Hartman was 
about ready to turn over the county 
to the bugs this week as requests 
for assistance in ridding gardens 
and 
farms from 
pests grew to 
tremendous proportions with addi­ 
tional reports from various farms 
showing the infestation of pests to 
be greater this year than in many 
summers. 
Among the latest plagues to the 
farmers reported were green tomato 
worms, an outbreak of which is 
causing the tomato growers of the 
county considerable anxiety. 
A report from the Granite Station 
area 
discloses 
that 
the 
striped 
blister beetle is defoliating vege­ 
tables in that area and the black 
flea beetle and Mexican bean beetle 
have been reported In large quanti­ 
ties

Tile new pests are being added to 
the already heavy infestation of 
European corn borer and Japanese 
beetles previously causing the coun- 
tians much alarm. 
Fruit growers

in to render assistance to the three 
large centers where bombings were 
supposed to have taken place. 
As the evening wore on without 
Gettysburg having been called upon 
to help, Defense Council Chairman 
LeRoy H. Winebrenner is reported 
to have said: 
“I wish we had an incident so we 
would have something to do besides 
just sit around." 
Chief of Police Glenn Guise, who 
was working with various police 
equipment, had been cleaning his 
tear gas gun and the temptation 
was too great. 
Releasing a small 
amount of the tear gas he walked 
out of the center. 
Flee Headquarters 
A few seconds later Burgess Fred 
G. Pfeffer, Chairman Winebrenner, 
Wilbur J. Stallsmlth and C. C. Gulp, 
all members of the staff, who had 
been standing, rapidly and tearful­ 
ly vacated the room. 
George R. 
Larkin and George T. Raffensperger, 
two other members of the staff who 
had been seated, did not get the full 
effects until a moment or two later 
and then joined the remainder of 
the staff in precipitous flight.

tient waiting there.

Egg production on Pennsylvania 
I farm s in May continued a t unprece­ 
dented high levels which prevailed 
during the first four m onths of the 
1 year, the Federal-State Crop R e­ 
porting Service disclosed today. 
T he greater num ber of layers, 
showing an increase of nearly 1,000,- 
000 birds, m ore th an offset the de­ 
cline in production per bird com ­ 
pared with May of 1942. Production 
In May was placed a t 276,000.000 
eggs com pared with 263.000,000 eggs 
in the same m onth last year. 
Pullets not yet of laying age in 
farm flocks were indicated to be 
26 per cent more num erous on June 
1 th a n on the same date 12 m onths 
earlier. M ortality of layers was said 
to be about 7 per cent higher in 
May of this year th a n in the same 
m onth of 1942. 
Tile num ber of eggs per layer last 
May was p u t a t 17.95 compared with 
18.23 a year earlier and 17.73 in 
April. 
T he report shows tile aver 
age price received by commercial 
poultrym en for a dozen eggs was 
38.8 cents, a slight increase over 
April and an advance of more th an 
nine cents over May of last year. 
T he average price per pound re ­ 
ceived for live chickens was 28.8 
cents, com pared w ith 29.5 cents in 
April and 20.3 cents in May of 1942.
